The first merchants to support the 1990 Duke were the same sponsors who 
supported the Duke in the 1980’s. In 1980, Flippen’s Store, the Bank of 
Powhatan, Southern States of Cumberland, and Martin the Jeweler. Some 
businesses underwent name changes, changes in ownership, or changes in 
location. They still, however, continued to support the Duke. For example, 
Lawson Ford Mercury became Farmville Motors and First National Bank of 
Farmville became First Virginia Bank. Rochette’s Florist of Farmville moved to 
a new building in Farmville and Blanton and Pleasants suffered fire damage 
(quickly repaired, however). 

Unfortunately, several of the merchants who supported the Duke in 1980 have 
since gone out of business. Yet other businesses moved into the area and began to 
support the Duke, including The Corner Shop in Cartersville and several video 
stores. 

The yearbook staff unanimously expressed the hope that all new merchants as 
well as the old ones would continue to support the Duke in the 1990's.
